Here are 
some suggestions: 

o Publish a special section in your local newspaper with 

emergency information about winter storms and extreme cold. 
Localize the information by printing the phone numbers of 
local emergency services offices, the American Red Cross, and 
hospitals. 

o Periodically inform your community of local public warning 
systems. 


o Conduct a series on how to protect yourself during a snowstorm 
at home, in a car, at the office, or outside. 

o Interview local utility officials and CSIA Certified Chimney 
Sweeps about home heating system safety. 
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
